The class exer 
One of the m ain reasons why we 
of this W estern world are often irri­ 
tated by the moves, the thinking, and 
'he actions of Russia, is th at we do 
not understand tile character and 
background of that remarkable n a­ 
tion of people. Their possibilities arc 
immense, but their wings have been 
dipped for so long th at they have to 
keep measuring their strength, which 
often results in grevious mistakes. 
Only through understanding of them 
fhaU we be able to work in unity 
together. And we m ust do th a t for 
the good and peace of the world! 
Our everyday disputes and so 
many of our unhappy experiences 
with those about us are largely the 
result of a lack of understanding. 
We Jump at undigested conclusions. 
We are often mastered by prejudices 
nnd Jealousies. We do not w ant to 
understand—and so we blunder and 
(ret into forty-seven kinds of trouble 
end unhappiness. 
If we try to understand a person, 
we usually get along with him fine. 
And he gets along with us. I t’s as 
‘imple as that. The thing that made 
Ernie Pyle so beloved by all about 
him was the fact th at he understood 
folks. He had faults and virtues 
just like theirs. 
No leader can become great w ith­ 
out a clear and honest understand­ 
ing of those under hie leadership. 
He must accept them as they are 
and seek out every means a t his 
command to understand them , else 
ihose followers won't follow! U n­ 
derstanding is usually the basis for 
the solution of every problem. 
How often you here the state­ 
m en t— “If I had only understood 
him. everything would have been 
different.” And it would have been 
different. We must often put our- 
' elves in the place of the other fel- 
law and tdy to understand him. If 
we do this he is more than likely to 
meet us half way, a t least, and close 
up all misunderstandings. I t’s al­ 
ways worth a try!
